A  It  was  one  early  down  in  August  1942  when  some  Japanese 
soldiers  from  the  garrison  stationed  at  Pansalan  City, 
Lanao,  about  hundred  of  them  and  under  the  command  of 
four  Japanese  officers,  one  of  whom  was  Captain  NAKAMURA 
(FNU)  raided  our  barrio  (Rayah).  Our  barrio  had  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  about  2,500.  */e  were  taken  by  surprise.  When 

the  Japanese  arrived  they  immediately  begen bayoneting 
the  people  including  those  whom  they  found  fishing  in 
the  lake.  After  a  while  they  burned  the  barrio,' 
razing  down  to  the  ground  about  eight  houses.  It  was  only 
whent hehous  e  s  were  set  on  fire  that  the  population  ceme 
to  know  Just  what  was  happening.  In  the tJL 
ensued  some  four  Japanese  soldiers  were  killed.  The  Jap 
anase  kept  on  firing  and  bayoneting  the  people  and  they 
had  completely  gained  control  of  thc  barrio,  they  took 
me  and  three  others  as  prisoners.  They  br°ushJ  us  wlth 
them  to  their  garrison  at  Pansolan,  L‘?nn0».  whV;rertr 
Col.  TANAKA  questioned  us  about  the  "Jf^cbouts  of  the 
alleged  rifles  and  other  arms  supposedly  being  kept  by 
us  inour  barrio.  To  this  I  answered  that  there  are  no 
rtflSs  or  arms  In  our  barrio  for  If  there  wore  any  either 
they  should  have  been  used  by  the  people  ,rf>r  insJ  Jap- 
encso  during  the  raid  or  that  they  should  have  been  cap- 
tured  and  taken  by  the  Japanese  after  the  raid.  They, 
however*  did  not  maltreat  us,  during  our  stay  of  one  day 
in  the  garrison  in  the  course  of  their  auostioning.  .Ve 
were  finally  released  on  thc  guarantee  of  cur  then  Luni- 
cipal  Mayor  appointed  by  the  Japanese  by  the  name  of 
MORO  SOMACOP.  I  understand  that  our  release  was  also 
expedited  by  the  quarrel  that  ensued  between  a  certain 
Captain  TAKEUCHI  who  initially  JPPOSjd  the  stnginj  of  • 
the  raid  in  our  barrio,  and  Captain  NAKAMURA.

Moros  killed  and  about  ton  were  wounded.  Mo* 
killed  died  of  bayonet  wounds  on  the  stomach  w*..vh 
lntcstines  bulging  towards  the  ground,  while  o-hers  died 
from  gunshot  wouads  cn  «r.c  head  and  hear„.
